Improvement in L. £ N. Yards. 

Blue prints for immediate improve- 
ments in trackage, depot and office 
buildings of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad in this city, aggregating 
$250,000, have been received at the 
office of Superintendent W. H. Ander- 
son. The scheme of improvement em- 
braces the tearing away of the freight 
depot and the erection of a building 35 
feet wide and 250 feet long. The 
Northwest end of the building will ne 
two stories high, the lower floor being 
equipped with offices and the upper 
one as a storage room for the records 
of the company. An additional track 
will be installed and the depot will be 
arranged in two divisions, one for out 
going freight for the different divis- 
ions of the road, and the other for the 
reception of incoming merchandise. 

. The greatest benefit to be derived by 
the publi will be the accommodations 
at the passenger depot. The latter 
will be moved backward so as to afford 
a nineteen foot walk which will be 
concreted a distance of five hundred 
feet with an overhead covering as a 
protection from bad weather in winter 
and the sun in the summer. All switch- 
ing of freight, the turn table and 
handling of engines will be removed 
to the yards near the junction leaving 
the tracks free from all business other 
than that of passenger trains. 

Through trains, to and from the 
South will enter on the third track 
while local trains will occupy tracks 
No. 1 and No. 2, enabling passengers 
to have ingress and egress without 
climbing from one train to another. 
The new arrangement will prevent the 
blockading of the crossing at Winches- 
ter street, and greatly facilitate the 
prompt handling of baggage and ex- 
press matter.

Permanent Injunction Granted. 

In the Harrison Circuit Court last 
week Judge L. P. Fryer, presiding, 
the pooling pledge of the Burley To- 
bacco Society was upheld in the case 
of the Harrison County Board of Con- 
trol vs. S. A. Toadvine, who had con- 
tracted to deliver part of this crop to 
H. N. Garnett, a local dealer. Toad- 
vine had pooled an acre and a half and 
had three and a half acres he bad not 
signed up, which part he had contract- 
ed to deliver to Garnett. 

The court granted a permanent in- 
junction restraining Toadvine from 
delivering the tobacco, and held in ac- 
cordance with the pooling pledge, 
which provides for the pooling not 
only of the tobacco mentioned in the 
pledge, but for the piling of all to-

“PERSONAL INJURY CLAIMS” 

During the year 1909, 123 claims for injury to person or property 
by the operation of our lines were made. The sums asked for in these 
suits and claims amounted in the aggregate to $122,728.05. It it im- 
possible, apparently, to operate railways without occasional injury to 
persons or property of some people. When the large number of 
persons transported, and the great number of car miles are considered, 
the accidents are relatiyely few, yet the sum total of the demands 
made is surprisingly great, and the sum total of money distributed in 
settlement of these claim* is astounding. Like all railway operators 
we give the closest attention to this phase of eur business. We know 
that “accidents will happen,” but we also know that there is no em- 
ployee in this or any other similar company who deliberately starts 
out to injure people or property, and we further know that every em- 
ployee is using his utmost endeavor to avoid accidents. Therefore, 
with all the precautions that are taken by the company and its repre- 
sentatives, how is it that so many will happen? As a result of years 
of consideration, we have reached the conclusion that fifty per cent 
of them are due to the carelessness and want of observation on the 
part of the public ut large. The man or vehicle crossing the track 
has it always within his power to “turn out,” to avoid a collision; the 
motorman oannot “turn out.” The best he can do is to try to stop, 
and that he always does, and yet, a great proportion of claims made 
for damages are incident to collisions with persons or property, which 
could have been avoided by the use of ordinary judgment and discre- 
tion on the part of the individual. Railway companies investigate at 
once every accident. If it be due in the slightest degree to the com- 
pany, it is their policy to settle satisfactorily, claims arising out of 
such accidents. Ninety per cent of just claims are not settled be- 
cause of what the railway believes to be inordinate demands on the 
part of the claimant. A large part of the public seem to think that it 
is ethical, proper and just that the railway company should be 
mulcted in heavy, unconscionable damages for every injury, no mat- 
ter how small in substance. Unfortunately there is an imaginable 
injury, which has received the medico-legal term of traumatio hys- 
teria. Many such cases are settled, and such settlements invariably 
effect a marvelous and hasty cure. We are not endeavoring to evade 
a responsibility, but we do think this is a proper and opportune 
moment in which to ask the public at large to stop and consider 
justly the position of the railway company in such matters.

So cold was the reception accorded 
Commander Robert E. Peary in the 
Sunny South he has cancelled all re- 
maining dates and will take )the plat- 
form in other territory and deliver his 
lecture on his exploits in the far 
North.
